With 6 days to the Novem¬ 
ber election, SGA will vote to 
reconsider their endorsement of 
political candidate Mary Bums, 
rivate meeting in Septem- 
rnm ent 

President Tom Winston" 
Student Trustee Pat Demers, 
Bums claimed she was strongly 
opposed to the Citizens for 
Limited Taxation referendum. 
She stated that Question 3 was 
“not a good idea and would 
never work”. On the basis of 
this statement, SGA voted to 
endorse her in the election for 
state representative. 

Burns has recently 
expressed strong favor of the 
CLT petition. Winston believes 
that she misrepresented herself 
to SGA and is supporting a 
motion in senate that would 
withdraw their endorsement to 
Burns. Winston believes the 
CLT petition is the real issue of 
this election, regardless who is 
in office, and that the SGA 


should not support a candidate 
who is in favor of Question 3. 
It was a surprise to himself and 
Demers that Bums is in favor of 
the petition after stating her dis¬ 
approval of the issue. 

Winston and Demers met 
with kouikcLon Octob er 31 to 
work out some of the past prob¬ 
lems ULowell has had with her. 
Although there have been some 
problems, after meeting with 
her, Winston and Demers have 
expressed their personal support 
of Rouke’s candidacy and feel 
ULowell can work with her. 
She has been a strong supporter 
of ULowell in the past, such as 
helping to secure money for the 
new residence halls recently 
built on campus, and most 
importantly, she is against CLT. 
Rourke has been against CLT 
from the beginning and has stat¬ 
ed she will work to repeal CLT 
if it passes. She has not 
waivered on her position even 
when it was politically unfavor¬ 
able to be against Question 3. 


International students reflect on homeland difficulties

As the holidays and Hunger- 
Homelessness week approach 
(Nov. 11-18), we should make 
an effort to remember that the 
L.S. is far from being the only 
place where hunger and home¬ 
lessness are problems. The 
Connector interviewed several 
international students and 
received many suprising 
responses to the question of: "Is 
there a problem with hunger and 
nomelessness in your native 
country?". As the students 
responded, a common thread 
emerged from their answers: 
these problems often arise from 
:he imperfections we build in 
our societies: inefficiency, cor¬ 
ruption, war, misuse of 
'esources, and restrictions of 
freedoms. 

The Connector would like to 
thank the students who shared 
their personal experiences and 
opinions for this article. 

“In Vietnam, there are a lot 
of people without jobs, they 
don’t have enough food to eat. 
Mostly they work in farms.” 

“The government, they con¬ 
trol the people, the people have 
no power. When I lived there 
there was a time when they (the 


government people) would just 
come into your house and just 
take whatever they wanted, 
whenever they wanted, the 
stores too. When a kid reached 
about fifteen, they took him into 
the army.” 

My parents wanted us to 
have better education, more 
freedom. The poverty is 
because of politics, communists, 
the way they ran the country. If 
they wanted something from the 
people, they made up an excuse 
to take it, they made up their 
own rules. Dien Tran, Diep V, 
Dung Nguyen - former resi¬ 
dence Vietnam 

“I would say about eighty 
percent of the people are poor in 
Peru. You see a lot of beggars 
in the streets, every comer little 
kids come up to you saying 
‘Can I have ...?’ this or that. 

“The old government was 
mixed up with mafia, terrorists, 
lots of bad stuff. They were ter¬ 
ribly corrupt. We had elections 
this year, the new government 
looks straight but it’s hard to 
tell. 

“The economy is very 
dependent on the U.S. There is 
high interest rates on external 
debts. There is high exploita¬ 


tion of the poor and laborers. 
Right now I’d say it’s definitely 
getting worse.” Maria Menacho

“In 1988 the government 
under Noriega froze all the 
funds in the banks, so the coun¬ 
try was in total bankruptcy. The 
companies started laying off 
workers, then leaving. A lot of 
companies left, there are a lot of 
people without jobs, it affected 
all classes. There is so much 
delinquency, nowhere is safe. 

“I haven’t seen anyone from 
the U.S. or the U.N. helping out, 
personally, a little bit with fix¬ 
ing the roads. But, there is a lot 
of solidarity.” Malinka Morales

“In Cambodia itself there is 
no starving, eighty per cent of 
the people farm and can feed 
themselves. 

“But around the borders 
there are about 80,000 people 
living in the refugee camps. 
There it is hard, there is no edu¬ 
cation, not much medicine or 
food. They are scared to go 
back, it is hard to convince them 
that the fighting is over inside 
country. 


“Now, at least the U.N. rec¬ 
ognizes Cambodia. Before, the 
U.N. didn’t even recognize a 
Cambodian government.” Chin 
San - Former Resident of Cam¬ 
bodia, President Cambodian 
Students Association 

“There’s a lot of people that 
don’t get quality food, but not 
many that are actually starving 
(in Poland). There’s a few 
homeless people, but there are 
more here in the cities. 

“The difference is that the 
average standard of living is 
much lower there. There’s a lot 
of families living in very poor 
conditions, no hot water or heat. 
There aren’t many homeless 
because there are strong family 
ties, often two or three families 
will share a house or an apart¬ 
ment. The ties come from both 
necessity and tradition. 

“The basic medical care is 
free but of very poor quality. 
The hospitals are overcrowded, 
people have to sleep in the halls. 

“I am hoping it will get bet¬ 
ter, it should. But I don’t think 
it will be a quick progress.”

Winston and Demers do not 
want to mislead the students of 
ULowell even though they 
themselves were misled. They 
believe it is important that stu¬ 
dents understand Bums position 
on the issue and that the SGA 
represents the students interests 
to the community. They feel 
they can not do this by support 
ing a candidate who is in favor 
of Question 3, knowing what 
could happen to ULowell if 
CLT passes. Winston feels that 
Burns betrayed the trust of 
ULowell students and that the 
SGA should take a stand on the 
issue.

Helen Jones, a librarian on 
duty on Tuesday, said “the ini¬ 
tial response was not as prompt, 
perceptive or concerned as I 
might have expected."

* This year the Luwrnmj of 
Lovell's Student Government 
wfl1 act os host to appro \nnaie- 
ly 200 Student Government 
members from large commuter 
based universities and colleges 
throughout the nation. These 
schools will congregate in Low¬ 
ell for a brain tank type sympo¬ 
sium called M.U.S.l.C. 
(Metropolitan Universities Ini¬ 
tiative Conference). Students 
Keith Neal, the chairperson of 
the student senate Student Ser¬ 
vices committee and Tim 
Lloyd, chairperson of the Com¬ 
muter Association are the major 
organizers of this conference. 
The SGA is supporting 
M.U.S.l.C. through the assis¬ 
tance of its members and a 
$3,000 startup allowance. Neal 
and Lloyd have assured the 
SGA, on the basis of last year’s 
conference revenue that this 
money will be returned. 

According to Neal, the pur¬ 
pose of the conference is “to 
address common problems that 
we (the colleges in attendance) 
all share, and our methods of 
solution.” This is the second 
conference of this type and 
magnitude. The first was held in 
Ohio, at Wright State Universi¬ 
ty. The students from Lowell 
that attended last years confer¬ 
ence felt that the value of the 
information that was passed 
between the colleges was 
immeasurable. 

The conference is expected 
to take place in late July of 
1991. Neal feels the conference 
is so successful because of the 
information sharing methods 
that are used to discuss common 
problems. “Each university will 
present to the attending mem¬ 
bers a problem that they have 


researched- dealt with. and have 
overcome- Students will share 
with other schools how they 
have dealt with school apathy, 
parking problems, and staff 
awareness.” These are common 
problems for metropolitan uni¬ 
versities and colleges. The goal 
of the conference is to discover 
different approaches to solving 
these and other problems which 
can be applied to other schools 
successfully. 

Additionally, this sympo¬ 
sium will allow the University 
of Lowell to show itself off. 
Students from around the Unit¬ 
ed States will attend this confer¬ 
ence, and with the approach that 
Lloyd and Neal are taking, they 
will not leave with a good 
impression of our school. Visit¬ 
ing students will be staying in 
either North or South Halls, eat¬ 
ing at the school dining halls, 
and using the school transporta¬ 
tion system, which will give 
them a picture of life at ULow- 
ell. Neal feels that M.U.S.l.C. 
will bring honor and prestige to 
the university.” 

Many students have already 
volunteered to support the con¬ 
ference during the weekend in 
July. Neal would like various 
clubs, and students that are 
interested in helping in any 
manner to contact him through 
the SGA office in Fox Hall.

Kuwait: Inside view IV 


Peter Kollias is a student at the 
University of Lowell and is cur¬ 
rently interested in studying 
political science. He spent 14 
years in Kuwait where he went 
to the American school of 
Kuwait until his junior year. 

Geoffrey M. Pahl is an English 
major and the senior News Edi¬ 
tor for the Connector. 

GP: When we spoke before, you 
talked about the way that people 
had a good time over there in 
contrast to the way people do 
here. Could you say some more 
about that? 

PK: The beginning of high 
school was the same; one real 
difference was in the way we 
dealt with alcohol. Alcohol was 
illegal in Kuwait. Alcohol on 
the other hand was also intro¬ 
duced to teens in Kuwait around 
the 10th grade — depending on 
your friends. If you had the 
right connections you could get 
anything. Perhaps the most fun 
that we had in the process was 
getting the alcohol itself. 

GP: Why? 

PK: Well, alcohol wouldn’t 
have been known to us unless 
the kids who went back to the 
U-S. every summer brought 
back the stones of the great 
times that they had while under 


the influence. So, everyone 
wanted to try it. And almost 
everyone did, except those 
whose religion forbade it. So 
what happened was that people 
would go to extremes to get it, I 
mean, a bottle of Johnny Walker 
could run you $150 a bottle! 
NO JOKE! Parties there were 
different than the ones we have 
here. In parties here you have 
the kegs, you pay five bucks 
and drink all you can. Over 
there, alcohol was a side show, 
and dancing was the main 
event. One of the reasons for 
alcohol not being the main 
event was because of its avail¬ 
ability and its price. At parties 
there were D.J.’s and food (the 
works). On the other hand, 
sometimes we would just stay 
over at some guy’s house while 
his parents were out of the 
country, watch movies all night, 
go on midnight drives (without 
licenses), and at 5 o’clock in the 
morning we took the wet bike 
across the highw ay 400 fL to the 
beach and rode it until eight in 
the morning. .After that we went 
home and crashed. That was 
fun. There were different things 
fio do. and often nothing to do ai 
all. .Another time we went out to 
some friend's chalet and towed 


the jet ski behind the car and 
went riding. Towards midnight 
we built a bonfire on the beach 
and cooked hot dogs and marsh¬ 
mallows. We spent the weekend 
there by ourselves. It was an 
awesome time for all of us. It 
was a different kind of fun. 

GP: You mentioned something 
about the black market. 

PK: The black market was not 
amazingly “black”. Like I said 
before, if you knew the right 
people... 

GP: You were telling me the 
story about that guy, the one in 
jail during the invasion? 

PK: Oh him! He was arrested 
for selling drugs and vyas put in 
jail for five years — so when 
the Iraqis invaded the place the 
jailers took off, and his father 
went to break him out. They left 
the country right afterwards. 

GP: Did the black market 
involve any drug running? 

PK: I couldn’t give you a verifi¬ 
able answer. I can tell you what 
I saw and heard. There were 
some drug operations. Drugs 
were available, the type depend¬ 
ing on the price that you w anted 
to pay for them. Again, if you 
knew the right people, you 
could probably get the lighter 
drugs. The heavier drugs were 
harder to get. I never saw any 
myself. I really don’t know if 


they existed there at all. The 
newspapers published small 
updates on small drug busts at 
the border. At the end of the 
year they would sometimes pile 
it all up and douse it with con¬ 
fiscated liquor and then light it 
up. 

GP: From what you say, it 
seems like friendships and 
favors counted for a lot over 
there. 

PK: Situations often arose 
where people would give you 
whatever you wanted and didn't 
care if you payed them for it or 
not. If I needed $300 the next 
day, I would be able to get it 
from someone within a matter 
of hours, with no questions 
asked, and they really wouldn’t 
really mind when you payed 
them back. It’s part of the 
friendship that you develop with 
these people. Something that is 
intrinsic to that culture. I would 
do the same for them with no 
questions asked. I’ll give you an 
example of what influence 
could get you. As part of the 
university community and staff, 
we were given housing in one 
of the campuses. The campus 
was pretty much self contained. 
It had a mini-market and a 
library, a club with a pool, a 
game room and a restaurant. 
Well, when I was about fourteen 


years old, my mother put me in 
the car and taught me how to 
drive, and because the state 
police didn't come into the cam¬ 
pus grounds often, I sort of took 
the car out more and more often 
(without my mother’s knowl¬ 
edge) and I took my friends for 
a ride in the empty sand lots. 
One of my friends that I had 
often taken along decided one 
night, three years later, that he 
wanted to do the same thing. 
Unfortunately, no one had 
taught him how to drive. To 
make a long story short, he 
broadsided a tree, injuring a girl 
in the back seat seriously. Well 
they all ended up in the hospital, 
parents, police and all. The guy 
was in serious trouble. Being 
caught at an odd hour of the 
morning driving without a 
license with this girl, he was 
headed for jail. His father came 
in and made a few telephone 
calls and that ended the story. 
He got off with no fine and no 
jail sentence; he just lost the car, 
his allowance and he was 
grounded. All that is minor 
compared to what could have 
happened. The point is once 
again that your reputation could 
get you quite far, in both legal 
and semi-legal ventures.

Kiss, sixteen-year veterans 
of the hard rock scene, definite¬ 
ly have timing.

Don't forget the Senate race 


As all university students are 
probably aware, next Tuesday 
is election day, both here in 
Massachusetts and across the 
country. I am proud to say that 
in my four years here at ULow¬ 
ell 1 have never seen this uni¬ 
versity as politically active and 
involved as it is this election 
year. There has been a great 
deal of healthy debate regard¬ 
ing the governor’s race and 
some of the state referendum 
questions. 

However, there is a race in 
this state of paramount impor¬ 
tance that does not seem to be 
getting sufficient coverage in 
the pages of this newspaper or 
elsewhere on campus. I am 
referring to the heated battle for 
our United States Senate seat 
between incumbent Senator 
John Kerry and businessman 
Jim Rappaport. In our attempt 
to rectify the myriad of prob¬ 
lems with our state government 
we must not forget the impor¬ 
tance of our federal govern¬ 
ment. Remember it is the fed¬ 
eral government that takes the 
largest chunk of taxes out of 
our paychecks. And it is the 
federal government that has 
deployed almost a quarter of a 
million of our troops to the 
deserts in Saudi Arabia. For 
these reasons and many others 
it is critically important who, 
we the people, send down to the 


U.S. Senate on our behalf. 

Despite the efforts of many, 
we do not have to have a one- 
party state in Massachusetts 
anymore. We can make a 
change in the current system by 
electing Jim Rappaport, a man 
who is not a professional politi¬ 
cian but successful, sensible 
businessman who will bring 
some common sense back into 
our government. As for Mr. 
Rappaport’s record, he founded 
and was chairman of Mass Tax¬ 
payers, an organization that 
promotes fiscal responsibility 
among Massachusetts legisla¬ 
tors.

The reason for this and simi¬ 
lar phenomena is because our 
current system is choked by a 
bloated bureaucracy that literal¬ 
ly eats taxpayer money. Jim 
Rappaport has outlined specific 
proposals to cut large chunks 
out of our federal bureaucracies 
which will enable our govern¬ 
ment to be leaner and more use¬ 
ful to the people. Among these 
proposals is a plan to take 60% 
of the funds trapped in our fed¬ 
eral education bureaucracy and 
return it directly to local 
schools where the money is 
needed. 

When you step into the voting 
booth on Tuesday, the first race 
you will get to vote on is the 
U.S. Senate race. This means 
that you have the opportunity to 
initiate a much needed change 
in our government with your 
first vote. By voting for Jim 
Rappaport for U.S. Senate you 
will immediately become part 
of the solution; remember, the 
future and well-being of our 
state depends on how you vote 
in this election.

A letter from 

October 25th, 1990, the 
funeral service for Pat Dugan 
was scheduled at eleven 
o’clock in the morning at the 
Congregational Church in Ben¬ 
nington, N.H. I almost did not 
make it on time. Hardly had I 
gone inside the church when I 
sensed that the air was still and 
heavy. It was so quiet. The only 
thing I could hear was the beau¬ 
tiful, soft sound of the melan¬ 
cholic music from the organ. I 
still could not believe that Pat 
had passed away in a terrible 
car accident on Route 133 
while he was driving back to 
our apartment in Lowell. It just 
felt like a bad dream. 

Pat’s grandfather, the pastor 
of the church, hosted the ser¬ 
vice. Standing on the very same 
stage that Pat used to preach 
once in a while, his grandfather 
said: “Pat thought he was going 
to Lowell, but he actually was 
going to Heaven, because he 
heard the voice of the Lord say¬ 
ing: ‘Come, Come.’ God took 
him away.” I remembered Pat 
and I used to sit around the 
table in our apartment talking 
about the meaning of life and 
Christianity. I could see how 
much his grandfather had influ¬ 
enced his religious life. Pat was 
a sincere and strong Christian. 
He joined the Chinese Bible 
Church of Greater Lowell after 
he had come to the University 
of Lowell. In the testimony he 
had written when he got bap¬ 
tized in the Chinese Church Pat 
said that he studied The Bible a 
lot trying to seek the truth of 
life. He felt so lucky that he had 
got all the gifts from God after 
he had accepted Jesus Christ. 
Pat worked very hard to spread 
the Gospel. 

The sound of people walking 
snapped me back to reality. 
When I looked up, I saw the 
chorus of the Chinese Church 
moving to the front of the stage. 
They started singing “Because 
He [Jesus] Lives.” It was one of 
Pat’s favorite hymns. While 
they were singing I could feel 
tears rolling down my cheeks. I 
heard people weeping and sob¬ 
bing. I finally understood why 
Pat liked that song so much — 
Pat believed that he could face 
tomorrow, because He [Jesus] 
lives; Pat knew that life is 
worth living, because He 
[Jesus] holds the future. This 
song celebrated life and hope. 

After the service, I followed a 
long caravan of cars to the 
cemetery. It was only fifteen 
miles away from the church, 
but I felt like it was thousands 
of miles away. Pat was going to 


I was very disappointed, and 
hurt when I read the article of 
Patrick Dugan’s auto accident 
on Sunday night. I don’t think 
the article informed the public 
of the man that Patrick was. I 
know his name, I know that he 
was a physics graduate student, 
and by using up about 2 thirds 
of the article I know exactly 
how he died but this tells me 
nothing of who he was. 

I do not know Patrick person¬ 
ally, but I have met him even 
though we only just said “hi” to 
each other. Although, I have 
heard a lot about him, because 
he and I had mutual affections 
towards the same woman. 
After his death I have learned 
of the great things he has done 
and what a genuinely great per¬ 
son he was. Two friends of 
mine were talking about him in 
a conversation, and they had 
absolutely no idea I knew him, 
and one of them had him as a 
T.A. last year. The only thing 
he had to say of Patrick was 
that he was a great guy and one 
of the best T.A.’s he has ever 
had. I could tell he was upset 
because Patrick had to die. I 


be buried next to his great- 
grand parents. The graveyard 
was a little piece of land, about 
thirty by thirty yards, surround¬ 
ed by stone walls. Behind the 
walls there were trees and bush¬ 
es. Their colors were fading 
with the coming of the cold 
season. In the back, there was a 
statue of Jesus. I was told that 
Pat used to come here to mow 
the lawn and to rake the leaves. 
He took care of this piece of 
land, but now he was going to 
rest here with his great-grand 
parents forever. 

The urn which contained 
Pat’s ashes was surrounded by 
beautiful flowers. At the invita¬ 
tion of his grandfather, people 
stepped forward, one by one, to 
express their grief and to say 
their last words to Pat. Listen¬ 
ing to people talking, I began to 
realize how little I had known 
about Pat. I had been living 
with him for about three 
months. I felt that I had a lot to 
learn about him. Pat’s willing¬ 
ness to help people, even if it 
meant some kind of sacrifice 
for him, brought back many 
memories. Pat used to stop 
doing his homework to help me 
with mine, even if he had a big 
exam coming up the next day. 
When his lab students had 
questions, he would take time 
to answer no matter what he 
was doing. He cared for people 
very much. 

It was time for everyone to 
share their sorrow by picking 
up a flower and putting it on 
top of the urn. When it was my 
turn, I stepped forward, picked 
up a yellow flower, knelt down 
in front of. the urn and said: 
“see you Pat,” while I put the 
flower down. Then a little boy 
with tears in his eyes walked 
with his mother toward the urn 
asking his mother: “Mom, 
which flower should I take?” 
He probably was one of Pat’s 
Sunday school students. Pat 
loved the kids, and they loved 
him, too. The first time when 
Pat got the opportunity to teach 
Sunday school in The Chinese 
Church, he spent all Saturday 
night reading books, so the next 
day he would be well prepared 
to teach his class. That Sunday 
morning, before he went to 
Church, he was all dressed up 
and very nervous. He was wor¬ 
ried about his Bible Class. That 
night, after he came back from 
church, he acted like he was the 
happiest man on earth. He said 
that the class had gone very 
well and that the kids had loved 
it. Pat had made a very strong 
commitment to The Chinese 


think you know the feeling 
when someone is you know is 
just a really good person, and 
you ask yourself why this had 
to happen, my friend had this 
feeling. I don’t think that it is 
necessary to mention of the 
many other good things I have 
heard from our mutual friend, 
but I would like to include one 
thing. It is a list that Patrick 
wrote to himself to remind him¬ 
self to drive carefully, he did 
have his seatbelt on and the 
only mistake he made was not 
turning the button for the head¬ 
lights completely on. Patrick 
wrote on things often to remind 
himself of things. Our mutual 
friend found this list in his 
room after his death. 

Maybe, when you are cover¬ 
ing another story of the same 
type, you could include a little 
bit more information on the 
deceased and do the man jus¬ 
tice. It would be easier for his 
close personal friends and peo¬ 
ple who know of him that want 
him to receive credit where 
credit is due, like me.

After all 
the wonderful things everyone 
had said about Pat, what else 
could I say? Who was I to add 
anything else? However, I felt 
that I owed it to Pat. I wanted to 
say something, but I did not 
know what to say. I looked up 
at the sky. It was so blue and 
clear. At that time I felt I was so 
small. My whole being was 
shrinking to a microscopic 
level. In my ignorance I did not 
know what to say. I felt tears 
running down my cheeks. Oh 
God! I did not know what to 
say! I could not talk! I could 
not think!!!! Many memories 
flashed through my mind. I was 
looking for something mean¬ 
ingful, majestic to say.. I could 
not find anything. Then, at that 
moment, I concentrated on the 
little things Pat used to like: the 
happy face, a clean kitchen, the 
smell of pine, his candy dis¬ 
penser... Once Pat told me that 
people were more important 
than anything else. 

I looked up at the sky again. 
The sky was still clear. The sun 
started to go down and bathed 
the top of the trees with a yel¬ 
lowish light.

I 
cleared my throat, looked at the 
urn and say: “Bye, Pat. We will 
be roommates forever.” 

While I was walking away, I 
felt a great relief. I smiled, 
because I knew Pat Dugan 
much better. I had realized that 
Pat Dugan was “A FINE MAN 
GUIDED BY THE HAND OF 
GOD...”

Chiefs wins battle of defenses 


In their 20-6 win against Bent¬ 
ley College, the Chiefs (7-1, 3-1
